Folia papyracea, ovata vel ovato-elliptica, 4.5 ~ 8 cm 
longa, 3~5.5 cm lata, apice obtusa, mucronulata, basi rotundata vel subcordata, supra viridia, 
glabra, subtus cinereo-viridescentia, albo-puberula, nervis lateralibus 10 ~ 13-jugis, costa et nervis 
lateralibus prominentibus, ad nervos dense puberula; petioli 1.5 ~ 2 cm longi, puberuli; stipulae 
minutae, triangulatae, persistentes. Inflorescentia terminalis late cymo-paniculata, usque ad 18 cm 
longa, ramis inferioribus lateralibus ad 10 cm longis, rhachibus inflorescentiae puberulis. Fructus 
cylindrico-ellipsoideus, 7 ~ 12 mm longus, 4 ^ 6 mm crassus, apice mucronulatus, deciduus, basi 
disco disciformi et calyce persistente circumcinctus, maturitate ruber, deinde purpureo-nigrescens , 
pedicello 2 ~ 4 mm longo, puberulo.
